BMPIRE PAYS LAST TRIBUTE 
TO DOWAGER QUEEN ALEX. 
ANDRA. 


London, Nov. 27.—Winter reach- 
ing out an icy hand, laid a tribute 
on the bier of the gentle Alexandra, 
Britain's mother queen, to-day, cov- 
ering her casket with a fleecy blan- 
ket of snow as it was trundled on a 
gun carriage from the chapel royal 
in St. James Palace to Westminster 
Abbey, where the simplest of funeral 
services was held. Thus the sea 
kiag’s daughter departed from the 
capital of her adopted empire as she 
had entered it, for the snow was fall- 
ing on that day sixty-two years ago, 
when she came from Denmark to be 
the bride of King Edward VII. 


Close behind the casket, walking 
alone and with bowed head, came 
her son, the King of England, muf- 
fled in the great coat and wearing 
the plumed hat of a field marshal, 
which also received a coating of 
white flakes before the procession 
had gone far. 


Other Kings Present 


Abreast, behind this solitary fic- 
ure, came the kings of Belgium, Nor- 
way and Denmark, and back of them 
the Prince of Wales and his bro- 
thers, and the crown princes of Ru- 
mania, Sweden, Denmark, Norway 
and Belgium, with Lord Lascelles 
and other nobles who have married 
into the royal family. 


Under grey coats these royal fig- 
ures wore the dress uniforms of the 
ranks they hold, either in the army 
or navy of Great Britain, but of the 
uniforms only the gold braided hats 
relieved the sterner shades of the 
funeral procession. There was but 
a single other spot of color—Alexan- 
dra’s own royal standard with which 
the casket was draped.

The Funeral Procession 

At a word of command the escort- 
jing companies of guards fell into 
step. King George emerged from 
the palace and the procession began 
its measured march through “the 
| Mall, Trafalgar Square and White 
| Hall. 
| Handkerchiefs found the eyes of 
{many and sobs were heard in the 
| ranks of thousands who had waited 
hours in the cold and wet, for among 
{them were some who had seen Alex- 
{andra pass up and down the same 


| Streets under clearer skies and in 
| happier circumstances. 

| The soft, slow music to the cad- 
{ence of which the procession moved, 
{was stopped as the gun carriage 
reached the entrance to the abbey 
and the coffin was carried into the 
darkened building on the shoulders 
jof eight guardsmen who placed it 
upon a catalfalque before the high 
altar. 

In the abbey, waiting for the pro- 
cession, was Queen Mary, dressed in 
deep black, her face covered with a 
heavy veil, and around her were the 
queens of Spain, Norway and Bel- 
gium, Princess Mary, the Duchess 
of York and several scores of rela- 
tives. 

The queen and her party had driv- 
en directly from the palace, arriving 
more than half an hour before the 
funeral procession. 

The Funeral Service 

Queen Mary was visibly affected 
throughout the service. She raised 
her handkerchief to her eyes when 
| the casket was brought into the ab- 
bey and several times found it im- 
possible to continue in the singing 
of the hymns. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury 
read the service, the lessons and the 
collect, between which the hymns 
were sung. A short blessing, as the 
whole congregation knelt, followed 
the last hymn and the quiet funeral 
rites were ended with “God Save the 
King.” 

The king left his place, followed 
by the queen and other royalties, to 
the strains of | Chopin’s Funeral 
March and after their withdrawal 
the congregation departed silently, 
leaving the casket on the catalfalque 
alone before the altar of the great 
church. As the building was empt- 
ied, the sun suddenly shone forth, its 
rays streaming through the win- 
dows and playing over the bier. 

At one o’clock in the afternoon the 
doors of the abbey were again open- 
ed and a long procession began of 
those of the general public desirous 
of paying tribute to the dead queen 
for the last time. 


The coffin after remaining in the! 


abbey all of to-night will be carried 
to-morrow morning to Windsor for 
burial in the private royal chapel.

Among these were the building 
and completion of the stockyards by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, recon- 
struction of highways and survey of 
the Blackfoot Crossing of the Willow 
Creek. The building of a creamery 
has brought the cream market near-

| ket has been built up. 

Mayor McDonald spoke on “The 
Benefits of Boards of Trade to Cities 
and Towns,” the gist of his speech 
being that it is considered to-day 
that boards of trade or chambers of 
commerce are a necessity to any 
town, large or small, and charters 
'are granted by the Dominion gov-

and the suggestions made by the 
executive to the council had always 
been such as to call forth the as- 
sistance asked for, Concertéd 
action by all these bodies is sure 
to bring 1esults to any town as they 
have done to us in Macleod. I trust 
that the executive for the coming 
year will continue the same line of 
work, and we will then be able to ac- 
complish much during 1926.

| F. Vandervelde for Belgium; Scial- 
cia for Italy. 

The arbitration treaties were sign- 
ed on behalf of Poland by M. Skrzyn- 
ski, the premier, and of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia by its premier, Edward Benes. 
To-day’s ceremony took place in the 
Victorian reception room of the for- 
eign office, renowned in pre-war Eu- 
rope for the brilliant gatherings of 
| statesmen and diplomats who ac- 
| cepted the hospitality of the British 
| monarch’s secretary of state for for- 
}eign affairs. Among the figures of 
the early century statesmen who 
gathered in the gilded room, but who 
no longer are concerned with the 
_affairs of nations, were often the 
ex-kaiser and the Grand Duke Nich- 
olas of Russia. 

Great Interest Shown 

Long before 11 o’clock when the 
doors were opened, the narrow side- 
walks of Downing street leading to 
the entrance of the government 
building and the adjacent streets 
were crowded with onlookers anx- 
ious to see the statesmen as they 
‘drove up in closed cars.

Edmonton, Dec. 1.—Following a 
seven-hour session between Premier 


| Brownlee and members of his cabi- 


net, and the majority of the Progres- 
sive members representing Alberta 
seats, the following statement was 
issued by George Hoadley at 11 
o'clock last night : 

“A meeting between the provincial 
cabinet and the federal Progressive 
members continued all day Monday. 

“The conference was called for the 
one purpose of discussing, with the 
Progressive members several impor- 
tant questions of provincial interest 
which may have to be taken up with 
Dominion government in the 
near future. 

“The subjects discussed were: 

“1. The return of the natural re- 
sources to the province, which Prem- 
ier King stated last summer would 
be taken up at the beginning of the 
next Dominion session. 

“2. Freight rates on grain and 
flour, in the event that the order of 
the chairman af the board may be 
reversed by the board of railway 
commissioners. 

“3. Rural credits. 

“4. The Peace River country and 
its transportation problems. 

“5. The rates on coal to points in 
Ontario in seasonal car lot ship 
ments. 

“As a result of the meeting the 
government feels that there will be 
a co-ordinated effort between the 
provincial government on the one 
side and the federal Progressive 
members on the other with a view 
to furthering the position of the 
province on the matters in question. 

“An exchange of views also took 
place on a number of other ques- 
tions, such as the improvement of 
the cattle and live stock industry of 
the province, the extension of mar- 
kets for Alberta farm products and 
the question of immigration and col- 
onization. 

“The premier expressed his plea- 
sure at the very satisfactory nature 
of the conference and is quite of the 


fopinion that both the federal mem- 


bers and the provincial government 
will be able to deal more effectively 
with the various questions as a re- 
sult of to-day’s discussion.”
